Teheran, Persia, July 16.—The shah 
has just taken refuge in the Russian 
legation. A 
deputation 
from 
the 
British and Russian legations is now 
on its way to inform the Nationalist 
loaders of the fact. 


Teheran, July 16.—‘-Despite the ef­ 
forts of General Liakhoff, the military 
governor of Teheran, to open negotia­ 
tions with the Nationalist leaders 
and the agreement of both sides to 
cease hostilities, street fighting was 
in progress throughout the day be­ 
tween the Persian Cossacks and the 
Nationalists around Artillery Square 
and between the Royalist Bakhtiaris 
and the newly arrived Nationalists 
and revolutionary Bakhtiaris. 
The insurgents, however, continue 
in the ascendency and as reinforce­ 
ments are continually reaching them 
the outcome in their favor appears to 
he a foregone conclusion. The shah 
remains obdurate and will probably 
insist upon holding out until the Na­ 
tionalist guns are trained on the Sul- 
tanatabad palace. 
The control of the royalist troops 
has passed from the hands of the 
shah into those of General Liakhoff, 
who again tried to stop hostilities. 
Through the Russian legation General 
Liakhoff approached the Nationalist 
leaders and agreed th at the Cossacks 
should not fire except upon the un­ 
disciplined soldiers of the shah, who 
were looting houses. He pointed that 
a definite reply to the Nationalists’ 
term s does not depend upon himself. 
No reply was received to this com­ 
munication 
and 
General 
Liakhoff 
asked for an explanation as to why 
the Cossacks’ quarters were being 
struck by bullets and pieces of shells. 
The Nationalist leaders answered 
this by placing the blame for the 
continuance of the fighting on the 
Cossacks. They agreed to give orders 
that if the Cossacks took no hostile 
steps the Nationalists should remain 
inactive.

Harry K. Thaw Alleged to Have Said 


That He Ought to Slay His Wife 


After He Should Obtain His Release 


From Matteawan— Strongest Point 


8o Far Scored by the State in Its 


Effort to Keep Thaw in Custody. 


White Plains, N. Y., July 16.—Harry 
K. Thaw’s pretty little wife, formerly 
the chorus girl, Evelyn Nesbit, went 
on the stand here and gave damaging 
testimony against him. It was the 
strongest point scored so far by the 
state In Its fight to keep Thaw in the 
asylum for the criminal insane at 
Matteawan. 
He demands his release 
through habeas corpus procedure on 
the ground th at he is a sane man. 
When the day’s session was conclud­ 
ed, adjournment was taken until July 
26. For three days the state has 
been trying to bring out th at Thaw 
threatened his wife‘3 life on one ot 
her visits to Matteawan, as tending 
to show his irrationality. Blocked at 
first by objections which were sus­ 
tained by the court, Thaw’s attorney 
at last failed to show that the al­ 
leged conversation at Matteawan was 
confidential, 
as 
between man 
and 
wife, and when Evelyn Thaw took the 
witness chair her lips were unsealed. 
And she related, as If in fear, what 
Thaw’s lawyer has sought m ost to 
keep back, his alleged threat to take 
her life if he were released from the 
asylum. 
Whether assumed or not, the trim 
witness in blue expressed apprehen­ 
sion 
while 
testifying. 
She 
was 
quoted afterward as saying th at Bhe 
testified because of the treatm ent she 
received at the hands of the Thaw 
family, but on the stand she apparent­ 
ly struggled hard not to tell and when 
compelled to do so by the court, she 
obeyed reluctantly and tearfully. 
“Did Harry K. Thaw threaten to 
take your life?” she was asked by 
Attorney General Clarke. 
“Did he at any time say this to 
you or this in substance: ‘I shall have 
to kill you when I get out of here?’ ’’ 


Did Not Want to Answer. 
The courtroom was husked and Eve­ 
lyn Thaw turned appealingly to Jus­ 
tice Mills. 
She begged to be al­ 
lowed not to answer because she said 
she knew she would incur his ever­ 
lasting animosity, and her attitude 
indicated she believed he might carry 
out 
his 
alleged 
threat. 
She 
also 
urged, with some show of feeling, 
that she was still Thaw’s wife, and 
no matter how he had treated ber, 
she did not w ant to testify against 
bim. But the court ruled that the 
only possible grounds upon which she 
could decline to answer were that it 
would tend to incriminate her, and 
he added he did not see how that 
would be applicable to her situation. 
Then Evelyn Thaw answered the 
question. 
“Yes, he did,” she said in 
a low voice. 
“What were his exact words?” de­ 
manded Mr. Clarke. 
“He said: ‘When I get out of here 
I suppose I will have to kill you.’ ” 
"Why did he say that?” 
“We were discussing his mental 
condition. 
I had asked him what be 
meant and he said: ‘You know I was 
not. crazy on the night th at I shot 
White.’ I asked him again and he 
said: 
‘You know that I missed White 
by two minutes on the day before.’ ” 
Thaw, when asked about his wife’s 
testimony after court, said he was 
not surprised at her attitude, but he

During my stay In Fez I took every 
opportunity of gaining a closer Insight 
Into the domestic life of the inhabit­ 
ants, and for that reason, w rites Law­ 
rence H arris In the London Graphic, I 
heartily accepted an Invitation to dine 
w ith Abdullah el F a s t the m inister 
for foreign affairs. 
On arriving at his home I was ush­ 
ered into a large room in which were 
seated five or six guests of high rank. 
Abdullah took me by the hand and 
gravely introduced me to the company. 
A silken cushion was placed on the 
divan, upon which I seated myself. 
The repast commenced with green 
tea served in small glasses. The cus­ 
tom of preparing this is peculiar to the 
country. To the principal native guest 
is given the honor of m aking the tea. 
In this case It was Raisuli, who, being 
under British protection, had been In­ 
vited to dinner in my honor. Ile ac­ 
cepted the invitation to do the honors 
of the evening and ordered the in ­ 
gress to place the native brass tray in 
front of where he sat cross legged on 
the divan. The methods of proceeding 
are not such as would recommend 
themselves to an English tea party. 
M easuring out the tea in ids hand, 
he dropped it in the pot. 
The negress 
slave then poured boiling w ater over 
it. This was swilled around and the 
w ater poured off. The pot was then 
filled with bilge lumps of loaf sugar, 
broken roughly from a sugar loaf, and 
a little mint was added. A small quan­ 
tity of the concoction w as poured into 
a glass, sipped and poured back again 
Into the pot. This process was con­ 
tinued until the required delicacy of 
flavor was reached. 
The company then drank the custom ­ 
ary three glasses of this sirupy mix­ 
ture, draw ing it through their teeth 
w ith a sound like a horse drinking. As 
each glass w as finished and replaced 
in the tray it was refilled and handed 
back by the “keeper of the pot,” who 
was supposed to rem em ber to whom 
each glass belonged. 
A t a sign from 
the host the tray w as removed, and 
another slave approached each person 
with a brass bowl, soap and towel and 
a bronze kettle of w arm w ater. 
The 
guests washed their right hands pre­ 
paratory to the dinner. 
We all sat around a sm all table about 
six inches high, upon w hich was placed 
the dish. The courses were many and 
varied. 
As says the H adith, “The 
blessing of God rests on the food taken 
w ith the fingers,” so all good Moham­ 
medans follow the words of their 
prophet. 
No knife m ust be used on 
bread, and the sm all round loaves are 
broken up and handed around. 
The 
tajin, or stew, is not difficult to m a­ 
nipulate, although the olives floating 
in argon oil slip through your fingers. 
M iniature tugs of w ar occur w ith your 
vis-a-vis in the effort to dism em ber a 
fowl or divide tough meat. 
As a particular m ark of favor the 
host will from tim e to tim e place be­ 
fore you a little titb it which he has 
torn off w ith his greasy fingers. H ow ­ 
ever your stom ach rebels against it, 
you have to swallow the morsel. 
D ur­ 
ing the meal the national dish of cous­ 
cous is invariably served. This dish is 
made from broken grains of w heat 
specially prepared by the women. 
It 
is served piled up like a huge cone, 
w ith the m eat on top. 
Each person 
scoops out his own little hole in the 
side and m ust not trespass on his 
neighbor’s portion. 
To the inexperienced it is difficult to 
manage the couscous w ithout making 
an aw ful mess of it. 
The small grain 
m ust be judiciously com pressed into a 
loose ball and then shot into the mouth 
w ith the back of the thum b. 
The 
Moors take extrem e delight in w atch­ 
ing the ineffectual efforts of Euro­ 
peans who are in difficulties with their 
couscous. Moors are very great eaters, 
and little conversation is carried on 
during the meal. 
A bowl of w ater is 
passed from hand to hand for those 
who require drink. 
The last course 
finished, the bowl and w ater are once 
more requisitioned and the hands and 
mouth washed.

There is little difference in the levy 
for county taxes in Crew Wing county 
from that of last year. There is an in­ 
crease in the levy for county revenue 
funds of 81,000. 
Last year the levy 
was $24,000 and this year it will be 
It is very doubtful if the ex­ 
penses for the current year can be 
kept within the limit of $25,000. Ther.e 
has already been about $15,000 expend­ 
ed, in the first six months, against 
$13,000 in the first six months of 1908. 
The petit jury, alone has cost the coun­ 
ty over $1,000 more in the past six 
months than the first six months of 
last year. The court expenses 
for 
deputy sheriffs were $200 greater than 
last year, for the same period, and the 
clerk drew $275. more than for the cor­ 
responding period. The city levy was 
increased and with the increase of 
about 1-5 of a mill on the county levy 
it will be impossible to keep the total 
levy for the city of Brainerd down to 
40 mills as was the case last year un­ 
less the levy for school purposes is 
shaved, which is doubtful. 
The various assessors of the county 
are turning in their books and in nearly 
every instance they show a falling off 
in the amount of perso nal property as­ 
sessed. The most marked was in the 
town of Maple Grove, where IOO less 
horses were returned than in the 1908 
assessment. 
When the assessment books of Perry 
Lake came in 
the county 
auditor 
thought he had discovered a new post­ 
office as one of the property owners 
gave his address as Kiuna. After some 
study Mr. Smart identified it as Cuy- 
una.

“ There are miny who think'that this 
proposed new tariff schedule, if, car­ 
ried, will not affect prices to any ex­ 
tent but the truth is that the cost of a 
large number of articles in the dry 
goods line will be increased materially 
in the event of the contemplated du­ 
ties,’’ said H. F. Michael today to a 
Dispatch representative. 
Continuing 
he said: ‘ ‘Aplace J^ome important orders 
today for laces and embroideries for 
our white sale next January and the 
orders were taken conditional upon the 
new tariff rate. If increased as is now 
contemplated, there will be some usual 
liberal discounts denied and the con­ 
sumer will have to pay this additional 
cost. 
“ Nor is this true alone with the lines 
mentioned. Hosiery, gloves and many 
other articles are affected. The ex­ 
planation given by Aldrich and his as­ 
sociates is that they are taxing luxuries 
only. This is far from the truth. The 
average woman does not consider a lace 
costing 5 to 10c a yard a luxury nor 
does she so consider apair of kid gloves 
and any other article of wear which 
sells at a medium price a luxury. The 
reductions are upon such articles as are 
little used and the buying public will 
soon learn, if the present schedules are 
passed, that they will pay dearly for 
the present revi -ion of the tariff.”

Secretary of Agriculture Announces 


Intention to Participate in 


Minnesota Fair 
An announcement has been made by 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson that 
his department has decided to partici­ 
pate in the Minnesota State Fair to be 
held the coming fall. 
While the department exhibit will 
not be as elaborate as originally con­ 
templated, Secretary Wilson’s deci­ 
sion is important, inasmuch as this is 
the first time the Department of Ag­ 
riculture has ever co-operated in an 
official way with the great State Fair 
held annually in Minnesota. 
As a result of Secretary * Wilson's 
announcement, which was made June 
26 in a communication to Representa­ 
tive Tawney, steps have already been 
taken to induce the department to au­ 
thorize a like exhibit at the Wisconsin 
State Fair. 


SEND TH REE EXHIBITS. 
In his letter to Mr. Tawney, Secre­ 
tary Wilson says that arrangements 
have been made to provide a good roads 
exhibit, a grain exhibit, such as was 
presented at the Corn Palace at the 
Omaha Exposition, and a practical 
demonstration as to the progress the 
department is making in helpiug the 
farmers to growing field crops. 
Dr. Galloway, chief of the bureau of 
plant industry, was called into confer­ 
ence by Secretary Wilson before the 
decision was reached to have represen­ 
tation at the Minnesota fair. As a 
result it was decided that Leslie A. 
Fitz, in charge of the grain laboratory 
at Fargo, N. D., should be sent to the 
Minnesota fair to illustrate what the 
department is doing to help grain pro­ 
ducers of the Northwest. 


GOOD ROADS DEMONSTRATION 
From the bureau of good roads will 
be sent an official who will lecture at 
the fair on methods of road construc­ 
tion, and if possible a practical demon­ 
stration will be given at stated per­ 
iods.

NEVER THINKS ABOUT ITS END 


Giver of Many Millions Says Best W ay 
to Prepare For Life’s Termination Is 
"to Live For Others” and That He Is 
Trying to Be Useful 
W hile Alive. 
Urges More Out of Doors Living. 


John I). Rockefeller, who recently i 
sent another $10,000,000 to the general i 
education hoard, was seventy years 
j 
old on Thursday, July 8. 
The president of the Standard Oil 
company, the richest man in the world, 
reached the milestone m arking three­ 
score years and ten w ithout any ob­ 
servance other than the reception of 
congratulatory telegram s which poured 
into Forest Hill, ids sum m er home 
near Cleveland, from friends and busi­ 
ness men all over the United States. 
lie had intended to spend the day, 
as he has been spending all his days 
since his arrival In Cleveland the other 
day, the morning on the golf links and 
the afternoon touring tho surrounding 
country in his automobile, but instead 
he made a hurried trip eastw ard. 
Seventy Years Young. 
“How does it feel to be seventy years 
old? Seventy years young, you mean,” 
said Mr. Rockefeller in a tone of gen­ 
tle reproof to a reporter who inter­ 
viewed him a few days ago on his golf 
links. 
“I’m seventy years young, not 
seventy years old. 
I am in perfect 
health—never felt better in my life. 
Dr. Biggar tells me I am going to live 
to be ninety-five or possibly a hundred. 
Perhaps I shall, for Dr. Biggar is 
usually right. 
Anyway, he says I’m 
far too healthy for the good of his ex­ 
chequer.” 
, There was a merry tw inkle in his 
eye as he said this and a chuckle of 
pardonable pride as he sw ung his bare 
arm s and hit the ball a deftly aimed 
blow with his brassie, as if to give a 
practical illustration of his vigor. 
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“As to the term ination of life, I never 
think about it,” he added as he w atch­ 
ed the Hight of the ball. “I am too busy 
trying to be useful while I live. 
I 
am trying to make each day more use­ 
ful than th at which-w ent before. The 
best way to prepare for the end of 
life is to live for others, and that is 
w h at I am trying to do. 
Every one 
should remem ber th at there is some­ 
thing worth while besides mere money 
getting. 
W hether actively engaged in 
business or not, men should keep their 
thoughts in channels of usefulness. 
They should occupy th eir minds with 
other things than business, for these 
other things are those which give a 
keen relish to life. 
W hile a man is in 
business be should look ahead to w hat 
is to be the ultim ate result of all his 
toil and all bis success. 
He should 
direct his thoughts to w hat should 
come after all his work.” 


To Enjoy Business Life. 
“And w hat should come after?” 
“H ospitals, churches, schools, asy­ 
lum s—anything and everything for the 
betterm ent of our fellow men. To be 
Interested, actively and productively 
interested, In these things Is the only 
w ay to enjoy business life.” 
“The vacation season is bere. 
How 


would you advise people to spend It?” 
“By living simply, by spending more 
time out of doors. 
Nearly every one 
would be in better health lf he wore 
more out of doors and lived the simple 
life. 
Business men today are living 
too rapidly. 
They would be In better 
health and live longer if they would 
follow my example.” 


Too Much Worrying. 
“People worry too much. Some com­ 
plain of their trials and some even of 
the sunshine th at comes into their 
lives Everybody should try to tx? hap­ 
py under all changing conditions of 
life. 
But first of all they should get 
out of doors, take tip some outdoor 
sport and keep healthy,” 
There was the very Joy of life in the 
way he swung that club nnd In the 
glance th at seemed to add "like me.” 
The oil king was in a joyous humor, 
nnd lie joked nnd laughed throughout 
the game. 
His first drive w ent Into a 
bunker. 
“It seems to me th at golf is a game 
you have to learn over again every 
time you play,” he said, 
lie took a 
chance with a midiron out of the 
bunker, preferring to risk disaster for 
the possibility of good distance. 
Ile 
got the distance. 
He made the first 
hole In 5. 
Dr. II. F. Biggar, Mr. Rockefeller’s 
physician, has been a daily visitor at 
Forest Hill since the oil king returned 
to Cleveland from the east, but he has 
been unable to play golf because of 
an Injury to bls arm several weeks 
ago. 
Mr. Rockefeller has no need of 
his professional services a t present. 


M ay Live to Be a Hundred. 
“Mr. Rockefeller’s seventieth birth­ 
day finds him in perfect health,” said 
Dr. Biggar. 
“He has been in good 
health for the pnst sixteen years, but 
he has never been In better physical 
condition than he is at present. 
His 
m anner of living is responsible for his 
good health today. 
He leads the sim ­ 
ple life. 
n e eats wholesome and nu­ 
tritious foods and eschews Iced drinks. 
Even when he is busiest he sleeps 
from nine to ten hours a day. Includ­ 
ing a half hour siesta after the midday 
meal. 
I don’t hesitate to say th at his 
physical condition Is equal to th at of 
a man of forty-five or fifty. 
We must 
not forget th at forty is the old age of 
youth and fifty is the youth of old age. 
Barring accident, there Is no doubt th at 
Mr. Rockefeller will live to be ninety- 
five or a hundred years old.” 
“Is Mr. Rockefeller working now?” 
“Mr. Rockefeller alw ays works. 
He 
Is buying nnd selling big blocks of 
stocks alm ost every day. 
H e pays no 
attention to details, but he Is buying 
and selling all the time. 
“But 
his work doesn’t tear him 
down. 
H e is free from worry. This, 
coupled with good health, is the g re a t­ 
est asset for a long, long life.”—New 
York World. 


BIG YIELD OF CROPS. 


Total Value of Farm Products In 1909 
to Pass $8,000,000,900 Mark. 
Basing their opinion on the govern­ 
ment crop report for July, W all street 
experts in New York recently declared 
that the total value of farm products 
of 1909, for the first tim e in the U nit­ 
ed States, will pass the $8,000,000,000 
mark. 
The governm ent report has been 
aw aited w ith great interest In W all 
street, not only because of the Impor­ 
tan t influence the harvest will have 
on the general business revival, but 
from the fact It is the earliest report 
which can be regarded as a fair fore­ 
cast of the ultim ate yield. 
The conditions shown in the report 
indicate satisfactory conditions of all 
crops. 
Even w inter w heat, which had 
in an earlier report shown serious de­ 
terioration, showed an improvement 
of over 2 per cent at the tim e of har­ 
vest and turned out to be substantial­ 
ly better than tile corresponding crops 
of 1908 and 1007. 
The corn crop will be the largest in 
tho history of the U nited States, while 
the average of other crops shows the 
total yield of grain in the United 
States in 1909 will bo abundant. 
The 
averages point to a total w heat crop 
of 003,000,000 bushels and a corn crop 
of 3.204,000.000 bushels os compared 
w ith 2,0(58,051,000 in 190S. 
The corn 
crop is the greatest money producer. 
W heat comes next. 
The prices of grains are abnormally 
high this year, so Hie garnering of a 
big crop means unusual prosperity for 
the farm er. The am ount of w heat re­ 
maining in the hands of farm ers July 
I was the sm allest in many years. 
It 
was estim ated at only 15.002,000 bush­ 
els as compared with 33,977,000 a year 
ago and 54.853,000 two years ago. 


Blackmail by Carrier Pigeon. 
Blackmail by carrier pigeon is the 
very latest novelty in Paris, France. 
On a recent Sunday night a tradesm an 
received an anonymous letter the w rit­ 
er of which declared th at he would 
disclose certain secrets of the trades­ 
man unless lie received $800, to be 
sent by carrier pigeon. 
“On Tuesday morning,” he was told, 
“four carrier pigeons will be sent to 
you. 
Each bird carries under its wing 
a little case, in which you will place 
$200. 
You will then set the pigeons 
free, and if they do not return to me 
by midday I will know w hat to do.” 


New Department at Harvard. 
In recognition of the growing Im­ 
portance of the subject of public health 
and preventive medicine H arvard uni­ 
versity recently announced the estab­ 
lishm ent of a departm ent in its medical 
school exclusively devoted to those 
subjects and the election of Dr. Milton 
J. Rosenau of W ashington as professor 
of hygiene and preventive medicine 
and head of the new departm ent. Dr. 
Rosenau will begin his service a t H a r­ 
vard w ith the opening of the next col 
lege year. 


BETWEEN TAFT 
AND CONFEREES 


Unmistakable Evidence of Fric­ 
tion Is Apparent 


RELATIONS NOT SO PLEASANT 


Chief Executive Refuses to Yield to 


Importunities of Conferees That He 


Consent to the Striking Out of the 


Corporation Tax Amendment— Con­ 


ference at W hite House W a s Not 


Held at Request of the President. 


W ashington, July IS.—Slight, but 
unm istakable 
evidences 
of 
friction 
between the president and the con­ 
ferees on the tariff bill begau to dis­ 
turb the hitherto pleasant relations 
existing between th e W hite House 
and the Capitol. 
They have become 
apparent in the m any calls th a t have 
been made upon the chief executive 
and as a result of the frequent in­ 
terchange of views. 
A last effort has been made by the 
conferees to Induce the president to 
consent to the striking out of the 
corporation tax am endm ent w ithout 
success. 
The president not only told 
Senator Aldrich and Chairm an Payne 
th at he would not w ithdraw from his 
position in favor of the tax, but th at 
he was assured of sufficient votes to 
keep the provision in the bill and to 
insure its adoption in both houses. 
The president reiterated his position 
to several of his callers and is said 
to have told them th a t he had been 
absolutely confident from the first of 
the enactm ent of this tax law. 
Pains were taken at the W hite 
House to make it clear th at President 
T aft did not send for M essrs. Aldrich 
and 
Payne 
on 
the 
occasion 
of 
W ednesday 
night’s 
conference, 
de­ 
spite the intim ation given out in leg­ 
islative circles th at these two lead­ 
ers had been sum m oned by Mr. Taft 
upon word reaching his ears th at the 
corporation 
tax 
was 
about 
to 
be 
dashed to pieces on the rocks. 
The conference, it was said at the 
W hite House, had been sought by the 
legislative leaders, who reported to 
th eir colleagues later th at Mr. T aft 
stood solidly for the tax and would 
not retreat from his aggressive posi­ 
tion regarding it. 
Senator Aldrich, it is related, was 
m ore pleased than otherw ise with the 
president’s decision. 
Being already 
com m itted to the corporation tax, he 
w as 
anxious 
th a t 
the 
house 
con­ 
ferees should understand th at this 
tax is purely an adm inistrative m eas­ 
ure and th at they m ust take it as 
such and not as a concession to the 
senate. 
Excellent 
progress 
on 
schedules 
w as m ade by the conferees, a large 
num ber of differences in chemicals, 
earthenw are, m etals and agricultural 
products have been adjusted. 
The 
m ore Im portant Item s in these sched­ 
ules, such as paints, and products of 
lead, iron ore, and other raw m ate­ 
rials 
in 
m etals 
and 
barley 
w ere 
passed over. 
The decisions in regard 
to other paragraphs were tentative 
and therefore were not m ade public. 


AT INSTANCE OF PRESIDENT 


Congress W ill Be Asked to issue Pan­ 
ama Canal Bonds. 
W ashington, July 16.—Congress will 
be asked at the instance of President 
T aft to authorise the issuance of 
bends to the extent of the latest esti­ 
m ate of the cost of the Panam a canal. 
This issue would be in lieu of th at 
proposed in the rider to the Payne 
tariff bill (stricken out in tile senate) 
authorizing the issuance of $40,000,- 
OOO iii bonds to reim burse the general 
fund of tho treasury for the purchase 
of the canal properly. 
This decision was reached at a 
luncheon conference at the 
W hite 
House in which President Taft, Sena­ 
tor Aldrich, Chairm an Payne of the 
house ways and m eans com m ittee, 
Secretary of tile T reasury MacVeagh 
and A ssistant Secretary Morton par­ 
ticipated. 
The Goethals estim ate of $397,000,- 
OOO as the cost of the canal complete 
was used as a basis for the proposed 
bond issue. 
The secretary of tho treasury would 
be empowered to issue the bonds from 
tim e to tim e as the money is needed, 
at interest not to exceed 3 per cent. 
Ju st now the secretary of the treas­ 
ury 
is 
anxious 
to 
reim burse 
the 
working balance in the treasury and 
out of the first issue of bonds this 
balance would receive the sum of 
$50,000,000, made up of the purchase 
price for the canal company’s prop­ 
erty and the $10,000,000 paid out of 
the general fund for the purchase of 
the canal zone. 
The existing lim it for canal bonds 
is $130,000,000, of which $86,000,000 
have been issued. 


Goflers Elect Officers. 
Des Moines, la., July 16.—At the 
annual m eeting of the Transm isslssip- 
pl Golf association J. C. Fennell of 
K ansas City was elected president.

The 
society 
has 
proved a winner in the catching of old 
maids and bachelors. 
T he object of 
the young married people Is to be hap­ 
py. 
If they are not really happy they 
are to appear happy. In th is w*ay they 
expect 
to show the bachelor who 
boasts he would rather be home read­ 
ing his sporting paper th an the center 
of a bunch of howling kids th at he 
is entirely mistaken and th at, after all, 
m arried life is the only happy one. 


Informal Parties Arranged. 
The society’s members m ake it a 
special point to tell all of their old 
bachelor and old maid friends w hat a 
splendid tim e they enjoyed w hen they 
assem bled to spend the evening at the 
home of one of their m em bers. 
The 
parties arranged are very informal. 
The men are expected to take their 
wives and gather up th e kids, if 
they be so fortunate, and to make 
their w ay to the scene of th e evening’s 
reception. 
If the husbands neglect to 
bring th e children a fine is imposed, 
which is sent to the treasurer, who 
deposits the same in th e general treas­ 
ury.

MONSTER CHEESE. 


Largest Ever Made In the Mohawk 
Valley Weighed 1,950 Pounds. 
The largest cheese ever m anufactur­ 
ed in the Mohawk valley, in New York 
state, was recently shipped to a Chi­ 
cago firm by a Utica cold storage com­ 
pany. 
The cheese w as built In the 
usual shape, but it m easured 32 inches 
high, 45 inches in diam eter, contained 
41,728 cubic inches and weighed 1,950 
pounds. 
It took about ten tons of 
milk to produce it, and it was pressed 
into shape by a specially constructed 
press in a Lowville cheese factory, 
w here it was bought by the Chicago 
firm through tho cold storage company. 
The company has shipped quite 4 
num ber of cheeses w eighing as much 
as 1,200 pounds, but this was the lar- 
gest one it ever tackled. It bas a tank 
w hich is large enough to paraffin a 
half ton cheese, but the m onster cheese 
w as paraffined outside the tank by 
carefully pouring the molten liquid 
over it. 
After the air tig h t liquid had 
cooled the cheese w as incased In a 
sheet iron covering.

The K oran refers to this rock 
m ore than once, and from these allu­ 
sions arose the reverence of the Bed­ 
ouins, who hold it sacred. 
From the 
middle ages onward it has been visited 
by Christian pilgrims, w'ho have carved 
rude crosses on its side. Of all the ob­ 
jects in the desert it is most closely 
bound up with the simple faith of its 
wild inhabitants and of its early visit­ 
ants.—Strand Magazine.
